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Chelo Barton: E/V Nautilus 


This summer | participated in the Honors 
Research Program as part of the Ocean 
Exploration Trust. The program consisted 

of six weeks studying Oceanography at the 
University of Rhode Island and two weeks 

in October working on a Scientific Research Vessel 
during an expedition to Puerto Rico. 


For the first 6 weeks of the program the twelve HRP 
students lived independently in the URI graduate 
dorms. We were given money for groceries and were 
expected to take turns cooking for every meal. | had 
three roommates, one from Hawaii, one from Texas 
and one from Virginia. We were also given bus 
passes and every morning we would take public 
transportation to the Oceanography campus where 
we had many guest speakers and lessons. We 
covered several topics including navigation, geology, 
marine biology, physics, and history. We also 
became licensed in using a underwater mapping 
software called Fledermaus. My team of four people 
spent three weeks downloading multibeam sonar 
data from the waters surrounding Puerto Rico onto 
Fledermaus and mapping the ocean floor. 
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The Head Scientist from our 
expedition used our maps to decide 
which exact locations were geologically 
interesting and where we wanted to 
send down our ROV. During my time 
on the ship | worked as a data logger 
from the 12-4 shift (AM and PM). 1 
also collected air quality data for 
NASA everyday. Aside from my main 
tasks 1 had the opportunity to talk 
with all the scientists and engineers — 
about their jobs and how they got 
there. | helped out in the wet lab, 
examining coral samples from the __ 
ocean floor and 1 helped prepare the | 
chords and ropes for the deployment 
of the ROV’s. My favorite part was 
experiencing life at sea and being able 
to look out into the ocean in every — 
direction and not see any land. This — 
program was incredibly fun, anda 
good experience to help prepare me . 
for college. > o- 


Charles Ryan: NASA in the NOVAS 


Hello, my name is Charles Ryan and | am a proud member 
of the graduating class of 2014! Over the past couple years 
| have had the amazing opportunity to delve deeper into the 
wondrous world of astronomy and astrophysics. Growing up 
as an urban youth, neither my friends nor | had never really 
noticed the stars, nor did we take the time to stop and 
wonder about what mysteries the sky holds. Outer space 
and the stars were practically invisible to me, and now they 
are all 1 think about. 1 am currently an intern with NASA in 
the NOVAS (NASA Opportunities in Visualizations, Art, and 
Science) program. lt is a year-round job comprised of a 
combination between research, exploration, and outreach. 
(Modeling and Visualizing data from different NASA 
telescopes and satellites). | work with a team of six teens 
from all over the Bay Area (Oakland, Berkeley, Richmond, 
and SF), and we get mentored by a group of heliophysicists, 
glaceologists, astronomers, and artists. It took me awhile to understand that the most 
profound lesson from my time with NOVAS is being able to see the profound codependence 
between art and science. With the art produced by science we are able to expose and interest 
people in a field that most artificially deem as “boring”. With the advances in science and 
technology we continue to inspire musicians and artists
